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Out On A Limb 


England's Famous 
Dissenter Quiet At Last 


Final rites are being conducted 
today for Lord Bertrand Russell 
who for three generations had 
his countrymen and the English 
speaking community in lively 
a r g u m e n t 
c reated by his 


polemics. 


He died Monday from an in- 


fluenza attack at the age of 97. 


Russell came from 
the 
top 


drawer in British life. 


His f o r e b e a r s trace their 


ancestry back to the first Duke 
of Bedford in the 17th century 
and his paternal grandfather. 
Lord John Russell, was a prime 
minister. 


Russell was an honor student 


in mathematics and the moral 
sciences at Cambridge Universi- 
ty's Trinity College. 


A few years following gradua- 


tion, he and Alfred North White- 
head collaborated on a master- 
work requiring three years to 
write, "Principia Mathematical 
In its day this reconciliation 
between m a t h e m a t i c s and 
philosophy caused as great an 
upheaval as did Darwin, a gen- 
eration before, with his "Origin 
Of The Species." 


Russell penned 40 other books, 


plus innumerable smaller articles, 
dealing with a wide range of 
subjects far removed from his 
first studies. Best known of them 
in his fairly recent "History of 
W e s t e r n Philosophy," much 
easier reading than "Principia" 
which exerted a profound effect 
upon 
the 
oncoming ranks of 


mathematicians. 
. He first drew the public's eye 
early in World War I for de- 
nouncing Britain's conscription. 
The government jailed him for 
six months as a seditionist. 
- Possibly it was this experience 
which sent him exploring into 
the social sciences because until 
the very end he was a constant 
pamphleteer on international re- 
lations, poverty, domestic politics 
and sexuality. 


The latter drew great criticism 


from people in their 40s and 
beyond because he advocated free 


love. 


Russell s h i f t e d position on 


many questions with great reg- 
ularity. 


In 1939, w h e n it was in- 


escapably clear that Hitler would 
ignite a m a j o r war at any 
minute, he called upon the Brit- 
ish government to disarm. 


Nine years later he urged the 


Allies to wage a preventive war 
against Russia. 


He quickly erased that demand 


upon learning that the Kremlin 
had p e r f e c t e d its own atom 
bomb. 


During the '50s he organized a 


ban t h e bomb campaign 
in 


Britain and in 1961 served a 
short jail term for conducting a 
sit-down demonstration against 
nuclear arms. 


He bombarded t h e world's 


leaders with constant messages. 


He cabled John F. Kennedy not 


to invade Cuba and when the 
U.S. became fully involved in 
Viet Nam he staged a trial in 
absentia against LBJ for com- 
mitting war crimes. 


Long before Russell assumed 


the mantle of an expert in in- 
ternational relations, the older 
generation had written him off 
as a gadfly issuing pronounce- 
ments simply for the sake of 
having the reporters come to in- 
terview him. 


The youth generation felt just 


the opposite and in England he 
became the spiritual fountain- 
head that Dr. Spock lately has 
created 
for h i m s e l f among 


America's hippy set. 


Russell's contribution lies be- 


tween those extremes of con- 
demnation and adoration. 


His contemDorary, G e o r cr e 


Bernard S h a w , probablv did 
niore to lubricate the creakiness 
in human institutions which have 
a 
way of 
taking on 
mental 


rheumatism, but Russell has in- 
fluenced this age more than is 
realized. 


Nobody ever fell asleen when 


he was around or was delivering 
an oninion. 


That in itself is a welcome gift. 


New Man From Canada 


Marcel Cadieux took up his 


post as Canadian Ambassador to 
the United States on Sunday. 


Living next to the 
United 


States, Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau remarked last year, "is 
in some ways like sleeping with 
ah elephant: 
no matter how 


-friendly and even-tempered is the 
beast, one is affected by every 
twitch and grunt." Watching the 
elephant and keeping it informed 
of Canadian attitudes, now falls 
to Cadieux, 54, who replaces E. 
A. Ritchie as Ambassador to 
Washington. 


Cadieux is considered an excel- 


lent choice on several counts. As 
Canada's Under Secretary of 
State for External Affairs since 
1964, he knows more about the 
scope, detail and thrust of his 
government's foreign policy than 
anyone else. As a French Cana- 
dian, the first ever appointed to 
represent Canada in this country, 
the white haired diplomat is 
proof of Trudeau's determination 
to "bilingualize" h i s nations' 
image abroad. 


Trudeau reportedly discussed 


the possibility of a move with 
Cadieux about a year ago, but 
asked him first to organize the 
review of foreign policy that is 
still continuing. Among other 
things, the review resulted in 
Canada's controversial decision 
to cut back its military contribu- 
tion to NATO. The Under Sec- 
retary was also involved in map- 
ping o u t Canada's moves to 
s t r e n g t h e n 
ties with other 
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F r e n c h-speaking countries, a 
policy that failed with France. 
One report has it that Cadieux 
drafted the tough note of 1967, 
informing President Charles De 
Gaulle that stirring up national- 
ist feeling in Quebec was. "un- 
acceptable" to the Canadian Gov- 
ernment. 


" T h o s e wretched Yankees," 


was the attitude of 
Canada's 


first Prime Minister, Sir John A. 
M acdonald, 
toward 
Americans 


100 years ago. He feared "Mani- 
fest Destiny" and war. "Today," 
wrote the late Canadian author, 
Blair Fraser, in 1967, "what 
Canadians fear is not invasion 
but absorption." Canadians com- 
plain about it but go on reading 
American magazines, watching 
American movies and television 
and consuming more American 
products than any other nation. 


C. W. Gonick, a member of the 


M a nitoba legislature, recently 
sounded alarm over the extent of 
American business ownership in 
Canada. G o s n i c k noted that 
Americans own half of Canada's 
400 largest corporations and con- 
trol significant sectors of the 
economy. In the same newspaper, 
however, there was a full-page 
advertisement urging Americans 
to invest more in Canada. It will 
be Cadieux' job to explain this 
ambivalent attitude to Washing- 
ton. 


Each season brings a bumper 


crop of new problems to bedevil 
C a n a d ian-American relations. 
Currently, Canadians are debat- 
ing how far Canada should per- 
mit the trend toward an eco- 
nomic integration with the Uni- 
ted S t a t e s . Bruce Hutchison, 
writing in The Christian Science 
Monitor, said Trudeau has re- 
jected in advance a reported U.S. 
offer of an expanded oil market 
in the United States in return for 
Canadian water. 


Canada's recent push to assert 


sovereignty over the Northwest 
Passage, its open door policy 
toward American draft dodgers 
and deserters and its continuing 
trade with Cuba and other Com- 
munist nations are some issues 
troubling the United States that 
Cadieux finds on his desk in 
Washington.

ly eloquence. He 
was not an or- 
d a i ned clergy- 
man, b u t he 
s w a yed thous- 
ands w i t h a 
m a g n e t i s m 
backed by force- 
ful sincerity, ac- 
cording to his 
biographers. 


SI o o d y was 


born 
in 1837 at 
Nofthfield, 


Mass., and later worked there 
on the farm. He became a shoe 
clerk in Boston for a while, then 
went 
to 
Chicago 
where 
he 


j o i n e d 
t he congregational 


Church and organized a boys' 
Bible class. 


From 1860, at the age of 23, 


he turned his life to religious 
activities. He did welfare work 
for soldiers during the Civil War 
and, at the end of the war, he 
became president of the Young 
Men's Christian Association. 


His renown as an inspiring if 


plain preacher began to spread. 
Ira Sankey, a singer, joined him 
in 1873 and they began a tour of 
Great Britain, their initiation to 
big scale revivals. 


•Returning to the U.S. they 


held evangelistic campaigns in 
Brooklyn, 
Philadelphia, New 


York and other cities. An esti- 
mated 50 million person heard 
him preach and Sankey sing. 


He established a seminary for 


womon, founded a boys' acade- 
my and established the famed 
Bible Institute in Chicago to 
train men and women in syste- 
matic Bible study. 


Sankey and Moody compiled 


and published a songbook that 
was in widespread demand..

You don't have to memorize the 


precise percentages, but it is

to know them 
in a 


general way.

The underload of the A-K-Q of 


trumps at trick three is prac 
tically sure to make the con- 
tract if the trumps arc divided 
3-3 or 4-2.

chance of 


success. 


Drawing trumps in the hope 


of finding a 3-3 split offers only 
a 36 per cent chance of success. 


One way, declarer is a 5 to 1 


favorite; the other way, he is a 
2 to 1 underdog.
